* FORMER PASTOR SPEAKS. 


At All Saints church, Methven, 
Sunday morning, Rev. Charles F. 
Sweet, who was formerly rector of St. 
Thomas’ church, (now All Saints) ana 
who has been for several years a mis- 
sionary priest in Japan, preached on 
the gospel of the day, “The raising of 
the widow's son of Nain.” 


, Before the sermon, Mr. Sweet, jn 


accordance with the request of the 
rector, gave a brief account of mis- 
sionary work in Tokio, referring tv 
the immense size of Tokio, and its 


importance as the centre of all the ac- 
tivities of the empire. He mentioned 
the great cathedral of the Russo-Greek 
church, the manifold and beneficeuc 
work of the French missionaries ard 
the work of the English and Amevi- 
can Clergy of the Anglican communion. 

Mr. Sweet's theme was the human 
sympathy of our Saviour, as indicated 
by the words of St. Luke, when the 
Lord saw the widow and her grief 2° 
the death of her only son, “He ad 
compassion on her.” He said that 
such words are very precious and teaca 
a truth which, in our anxiety that 
should believe the true diety of Jesus 
Christ, we sometimes overtook, natne- 
ly, the counter-truth—that is—perfest 
man, the universal man, the pattern 
man. The more truly He is man, the 
‘ore truly He is man’s Saviour. 

Mr. Sweet sketched the general 
course of hyman belief and human as- 
piration for divine indwelling. He 
mentioned the ancient classic fables 
of the intercourse of the gods with 
mon as traces of this universal Je- 
sire to have the idea of God brought 
home to human hearts in a way thr 
we could grasp, and showed how all 
these imperfect glimmerings of a truth 
were realized and assured to us in the 
incarnation. In conclusion Mr. Sweet 
showed how the example of Christ be- 
came helpful to us through His ine 
iwelling in human hearts through the 
sacraments and other means of grace. 

Mr. Sweet is in the United States on 
leave of absence after seven years 
service, and after a brief illness which 
last winter brought him into imminent 
Janger of death. He will remain in 
the east for a few weeks. and latcr 
Oo. go to the mild dry climate of North 
Carolina tn arder to recuperate, It 
was a pleasure to many or his former 
parishioners to welcome him again, 
one which he seemed to heartily ap- 
preciate and enjoy. Mr. Sweet is ac- 
companied by his wife and child and

statues, carvings and other works of 
art in the churches would realize 


$1.200,000,000. 

The litthe Roman church of Conques, 
lost in the mountains of Aveyron, is 
possessed of a treasure Which was on 
view at the exhibition og 1900. It was 
of such marvelous beauty that a syn- 
dicate of art dealers offered for it the 
sum of $6.400.000. It contains the fin- 
est enamels in the world, reliquaries 
given by the early kings.of France and 
Roman statues in gold and silver. For- 
tunately for France, the art syndicate 
did not buy it.

On formally retiring from the office 
of assistant secretary of state’ Francis 
B. Loomis gave to the press. copies 
of correspondence between President 
Roosevelt and himself in regard to an 
alleged disagreement between the pres- 
ident and the late Secretary Hay over 
Loomis’ conduct. In his letter to the 
president Mr. Loomis makes caustic 
reference to his former assistant, Her- 
bert W. Bowen, and tells of his inti- 
mate relations with Mr. Hay. In reply 
the president says that the reports of 
differences between himself and Mr. 
Hay are false. On the contrary, he 
testifies that Mr. Hay had fully con- 
curred in the dismissal of Bowen and 
dissented only from the mild censure 
of Loomis in the Taft report. 

Mr. Bowen’s statement of what took 
place at his last interview with the 
president is contradicted, however, by 


‘Secretary Taft, who was present, to- 


gether with Mr. Bowen’s brother. Taft 
says that Bowen was mistaken in his 
interpretation of what the president 
said—namely, that he wished the whole 
matter had not occurred. 

Former Minister Bowen made retort 
in a statement to the press in which 
he quoted letters from Secretary Hay 
commending him and repeated his as- 
sertion that in the presence of wit- 
nesses just prior to his dismissal Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said he would have 
done a great deal to hush up the scan- 
dal, referring to the alleged offer of 
promotion for Bowen.

While one 
(wasp) was beguiled from her hunting 
by every blossom she passed, another 
stuck to her work with indefatigable 
perserverance. While one stunz her 
caterpillar so carelessly and made her 
nest in so shiftless a way that her 
young could survive only through some 
lucky chance, another devoted herself 
to these duties, not only with con- 
scientious thoroughness, but with an 
apparent craving after perfection that 
was touching to see. 

An example of such an apparent 
craving is given in the case of 2 Pom- 
Filius fuscipenis, who, having finished 
the building of her nest, “brought a 
quantity of small objects and placed 
them over the nest—a little stick, the 
petal of a faded flower, a scrap of dead 
leaf, and so on until 10 or 12 things 
had been collected, 

This certainly appears to have been 
entirely personal, since in no other 
examples of Pompilius fuscipennis did 
they ever see such perfect work again.

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Transfers Again. 


° 


It has looked more and more’ for 
some’ weeks as if the street railway 
people would either have to again re- 
vise their orders or give books of in- 
structions to their conductors regarding 
transfers. The combination routes 
over the Haverhill and Salem lines fur- 
nish the most prolific field for misun- 
derstandings, and nothing could better 
illustrate the mess into which travellers 
get, than the following letter from a 
Townsman reader, who, knowing that 
we are interested, sends her experience, 
She was travelling with a companion, 
and says:— 

“We took a Haverhill car on 
Elm street to go to Farnum school- 
house, North Andover. On paying 
our fare and asking for a transfer 
to Salem line at Wilson’s Corner 
we were flatly refused. We asked 
how we were to get to our destina- 
tion, and the conductor told us to 
change at Sutton’s Corner to North 
Andoyer Centre car, and change 
again at Carney’s Corner to Salem 
line, and he gave us a transfer to 
do this, 

«The conductor on the North 
Andover Centre car took the trans- 
fers, and when we told him our 
destination he said, * You'll have 
to pay your fare on the Salem car.’ 
We replied we had been told to 
come this way on a five-cent fare. 
“You should have changed at Wil- 
son’s corner.” * But the conductor 
wouldn’t let us,’ was our answer. 
‘Well, you should have changed 
on Massachusetts avenue where 
the Salem line crosses.” We then 
told him the whole story of our 
travels, to which he said not a 
word, and retired to the rear of his 
car. 

« Just as we reached Carney’s 
Corner he appeared again and held 
out our transfers, saying, ‘ Here are 
your transfers, but you should have 
changed on Massachusetts avenue.’ 
On the Salem car the transfers 
were taken, and ‘identification 
checks’ given, which were taken 
up as soon as we passed Wilson's 
Corner.” ‘ ° 
Here is an excellent example of mis- 

understood brass-button-zeal run riot. 
The multiplicity of directions could 
come from only one of two things : 
either a desire to make all possible 
trouble for passengers, or a very stupid 
knowledge ot the situation. In either 
case there is abundant cause for official 
action by higher officials. 

It is amusing to notice what was 
done. with our Andover travellers. 
They were carried about five miles 
through the streets of North Andover 
for nothing, and delayed in their trip*a 
good half hour, being at last continued 
on their way as they had planned it. 
The street railway. company should be 
compelled to give transfers to all pas- 
sengers changing cars at Wilson’s Cor- 
ner. That is not a terminus for any 
travellers, was never designed for. one, 
and will never become one. If the 
fare f¥om Andover to North Andover 
limits is five cents, a transfer to furnish 
such a trip should be given freely. If 
the cost of a trip to Andover from 
Salem is 25 cents, uncertainty and con- 
fusion could be avoided by collecting 
the fare on the Salem line and giving a 
transfer to Andover from Wilson's 
Corner. 

The whole trouble arises from a con- 
fusion of orders among the conductors. 
Almost no two of them treat their pas- 
sengers in the same way, and there is 
altogether too much of a tendency to 
squeeze the passenger wha, doesn't 
know the ropes. We submit that the 
road cannot afford to continue this sort 
of work. The local line from Andover 
to Lawrence was never running so well 
as now, and there would seem to be no 
reason why similar precision and good 
management shouldn't prevail on the 
Salem and Haverhill lines.

It is a timely warning that the Game 
Protective Association sends out for 
the protection of quail from the slaught- 
er of the law-breaking gunner. An 
act passed by the last legislature put 
the opening of the shooting season to 
November | instead of October 1. Yet

Representative Cole Endorsed at North 
Andover for’ Another Term. 


Representative John N. Cole of And-

| President William B. Graves Delivers an 

| Interesting Address, at Its) Meeting in 
the Dining Hall, Monday Evening. 


| The fall meeting of the North Ess2x 
| Congregational club was held in the 
Phillips Andover academy dining hail 
Monday evening, the club being the 
guest of the Seminary church... Supper 
was served, after which the busihess 
session was opened by Prof, William 
B. Graves, president of the club, wno 
called for the report of the committee 
on new members, the following being 
recommended and elected: Prof. Mat- 
thew S. McCurdy, the Rev. Owen H. 
Gates and George Ripley. 

President Graves followed 
brief address, dwelling upon several 
historic events, and interesting as:o- 
ciations connected with the bu.lding in 
which the club was:>convened, at the 
conclusion of his remarks introducing 
the Rev. William E. Wolcott of Law- 
rence as the first speaker, his topic be- 
ing, ‘The Exponent of the Golden 
Rule.” 

He, in a very interesting and in- 
structive manner, outlined the career 
of the late Mayor Jones of Toleio, 
Ohio, who was known as “Golden Rule 
| Jones,” being four times chosen to the 
mayoralty.of the Buckeye city. He 
presented him as an ideal exponent of 


with a 


the Golden Rule, and portrayed his 
many philanthropie measures) and 
methods in behalf of humanity. He 


lived in Toledo 12 years and = during 
that time he made an indelible impres- 
sion upon. the people of his own city 
| and the world at large wherever his 
| name was known, as a true and faith- 
ful exponent of the Golden Rule, 

Hon. Robert H. Tewksbury of Law- 
rence followed, taking the part assign- 
ed to John Ashton, kisq., Who was un- 
avoidably detained. His theme was 
“The Golden Rule in Business.’’ Mr. 
Tewksbury spoke as follows: 

“The entire American people have 
been astonished, shocked and humiliat- 
ed by recent revelations regarding the 
methods adopted by the managers of 
great American insurance companies 
and the promoting of colossal enter- 
prises by frenzied financiers. 

“It is significant and humiliating 
that the methods of these men who 
have posed as leaders in business en- 
terprise, even claiming to be philan- 
thropists, when analyzed are found to 
be simply the methods of those wo 
take because they have the power and 
opportunity and of those who keep be- 
cause they can., . 

“These revelations and exposures of 
robbery, jobbery and deception in high 
places have been given such  world- 
wide prominence that people in every 
part of our land and in every land 
| where « mercantile and commercial 
| transactions are made have come to re~ 
gard them and speak of them as dis- 
tinctively American. And people in 
other lands and those who have come 
from other lands to dwell among us 
naturally ask if this is the product of 
individual liberty and a chance for ail 
naturally results in such a State of 
affairs. 

“Such conditions could not exist and 
never could have developed among us 
| if the Golden Rule had not been for- 
S and ignored by so-called finan- 


cial kings, who claim to be eminent’ 
business men but who are really great 
and remarkable’only in rascality and 
swindling. Such conditions always will 
exist and will from time to time be 
exposed wherever the Golden Rule is 
forgotten and ignored. 

“It would seem that the tendency of 


affairs in this country during the last 
decade has been to make the way 
easy for smart and unprincipled men 
to betray those who trust them and to 
pile up ill-gotten gains by ‘what they 
call business transactions but which 
are really gambiing pure and simple. 

“So common is the violation of the 
Golden Rule in what the offenders eall 
or miscall business that we aré exposed 
to two dangers. First: That our own 
people will cease to be impressed with 
the enormity of the crimes committed 
by those who have been looked up to 
as leaders because such crimes are 80 
very common and so seldom adequately 
punished. 


“The second danger is that the great 
number of citizens from over the sea 
who find enlarged opportunities for ac- 
cumulating in this country of vast 
area may almost universally adopt the 
easy rule of doing in America what 
«he Americans seem to be themselves 
doing. ' 

“There is perhaps a greater. danger 
than either of these, grave though they 
are, and that is that we shall become 
pessimistic and accept the assertion 
that all men are liars, and that every 
man has a price, as true. We are in 
danger of getting in the state of mind 
that the old Quaker Was who had come 
to the conclusion that everybody he 
knew was unsound, shaky and unsafe, 
excepting himself and Huldah, and she 
had, he had noticed, been somewhat 
uncertain of late in her conduct and 
ways. 

“It is as true today as ever and js 4 
apparent today as ever that ‘Honesty 
is the best policy.’ Judas Iscariot learn- 
ed the truth of this homely proverb 
when it was too late to avail him, but 
set a good example to the Hydes, 
Alexanders and Depews of today by re- 
turning the price of his treachery. It 
was tainted money but they took it and 
found a way in which to use it for a 
good purpose.

It is understood at Vienna that the 
emperor in an interview with the Hun- 
garian premier, Fejervary, had empow- 
ered his cabinet to carry out the elec- 
tions In Hungary on the basis of a 
modified untversal suffrage. 

Serious riots have occurred at 
Prague, Bohemia, and Bruenn, In Mo- 
ravia.” Several hundred persons were 
reported injured, and several of them 
fatally. 


Moscow University Closed. 

The students of the great Russian 
university at Moscow not being satis- 
fled with the grant of autonomy which 
places the administration in the hands 
of rectors and professors, the univer- 
sity has been closed. 


St. Petersburg Disapproves Witte. 
Although honored by the ¢zar, who 
has given him the title of count, M. 
Witte, the peace envoy, continues to 
be treated with great coldness by the 
people pf St. Petersburg. On Oct. 5 
the town council rejected a motion 
to entertain him. Nevertheless his ap- 
pointment as premier is expected.

Nevada Bars New York Life. 

Comptroller and Insurance Commis- 
sioner,.Davis of Nevada has revoked 
the license of the New York Life In- 
surance company to do business in the 
State, the order holding good as long as 
McCall and Perkins are officials of the 
company. 

More Insurance Rottenness. 

President John A. McCall of the New 
York Life was again the star witness 
before the Armstrong committee at 
New York, when he admitted that he 
had paid more than half a million dol- 
lars to Andrew Hamilton for the pur- 
‘pose of preventing the enactment of 
unfavorable legislation by the legisla- 
tors of New York and other states. He 
insisted that most of the insurance leg- 
islation throughout the country was 
brought forward by people who delib- 
erately struck at the insurance compa- 
nies with the expectation of being 
bought off and that they were merely 
blackmailers. On the same day Mr. 
McCall admitted that he had got a loan 


| of $75,000 from the Metropolitan Life, 


of which he is a director, at 1% per 
cent, although quite recently the rate 
was advanced to 2% per cent. Presi- 
dent McCall was asked to explain the 
affidavit made by Cashier Banta of the 
New York Life to the state officials of 
Texas to the effect that no contribu- 
tions had been paid to the Republican 
campaign fund. He said that the Tex- 
as officials had been allowed to inspect 
the books of the company, but that no 
trace of the contributions was found 
there. He did not believe that the Tex- 
as officials were entitled to this infor- 
mation, but personally he claimed te 
have had nothing to do with the affi- 
davit of his cashier. 

The affairs of the Mutual Life were

Rockefeller’s Gift In Cash. F 

At a special meeting of the executive 
committee of the general educational 
board at New York six checks for $1,- 
000,000 each and two for $2,000,000 
each, drawn in favor of George Foster 
Peabody, treasurer, by the representa- 
tives of John D. Rockefeller were re- 
ceived in fulfillment of the promise giv- 
en by Mr. Rockefeller on June 30 last 
that he would give $10,000,000 for the 
cause of higher education throughout 
the United States. The checks were 
brought to the meeting by Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s personal representative, F. T. 
Gates, who is himself a member of the 
board. The object of paying in cash 
was to leave the board free to invest 
the money at its own discretion. It is 
thought that the income will amount to 
about $50,000 a year. Already volumi- 
nous reports as to the needs of various 
colleges in all parts of the country 
have been received by the board.

It is expected 
that a building will be provided in 
which there will be libraries for spe- 
clal research and in which specially 
prepared and valuable papers will be 
published.
